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NORTH CAROLINA COTTON MILL 


Ralelgh, N. ¢., August 11.—(Special.)— 
Today the agricultural] department com- 
pleted its annua! report of cotton mills in 
North Carolina, It shows that there are 
205 of these, also thirteen hosiery, four 
knitting, one towel and one cotton goods 
"inishing mills.

in a 
Most Favorable Light. 

The Herald's European edition publish- 
es the following: 

The Journal des Debats pwhlishes <Ad- 
miral Cervera’s defense of his action pe- 
fore Sarrttago. Admiral Cervera was 
beaten and his squadron annihilated, but 
his correspondence shows that he was 
worthy of a better fate. The tincvitable 
defeat which he foretold wil! not dimin- 
ish his glory. On the contrary it makes 

im a great figure, worthy of all admi- 
ration. 

In January, 1898 some months before 
the stcrm burst, the admiral was not 
sparing in the counsels he sent to high 
functionaries of state or in his plainly 
worded statements as to the relative 
strength of the Spanish and American 
navies. 

In January he wrote: “From a milita- 
ry point of view our situation vis-a-vis 
the United States has become worse and 
worse, because wa are without money 
and at the end of our resources, while 
they are rich. We have only augmenthd 
our naval forces by the Cristobal Colon 
and the destroyers, while they have add- 
ed numerous ships.” 

Few Ships Fit for Use. 

In February he returned to the charze, 
and gave a straightforward expose “of 
the state of the Spanish fleet,

On April 24th he addressed to Madrid, 
also from the Cape Verde islands, a last 
telegram, in which, alluding to the de- 
cision of the council of admirals, he said: 

“I go to the sacrifice with my con- 
science at rest, but I cannot understand 
the decision taken by the general officers 
of the navy in spfte of my opinion.” 

Senor Sagasta could not plead ignorance 
of the state of the squadron, for on April 
22d ‘Rear Admiral Villamil, second in 
command of the squadron, sent the fol- 
lowing telegram: 

“In view of the importance for our 
country of the destination of the fleet, 
I deem it well that you should learn from 
a friend who fears no censure that while 
we are ready to die with honor in the 
accomplishment of our duty, 1 am con- 
vinced that the sacrifice of our naval 
forces is as certain as it Is useless."

AN IMPORTANT CASE TRIED. 


Douglas Court. 

Douglasville, Ga., August 11.—(Special.) 
The regular May term of Douglas supe- 
rior court was adjourned until July 3hst, 
in order to accommodate the farmers, 
who were behind with their work on ac- 
count of the late spring season.

FILES THREE DAMAGE SUITS 


Ex-Sheriff Archer Proceeds Against 
Clayton County Citizens. 


CLAIMS HE WAS SLANDERED 


All Parties Are Prominent Jonesboro 
People and the Case Is an In- 
teresting One. 


—_—_— — --— -— ————— 


William P. Archer, ex-sheriff of Clay- 
ton county, through his attorneys, W. H. 
Withers and Shepard Bryan, yesterday 
filed three suits for damages in the su- 
perior court of that county against Wil- 
liam M. Roberts, E. 8S. Hanes and W. C. 
The amount of the suits ag- 
gregate $30,000, and the charges against 
the defendants are false and malicious 
slander. 

All of the parties involved are promi- 
nent citizens of Jonesboro, and behind the 
filing of the papers for damages is a 
story of more than ordinary interest. 
With the institution of damage proceed- 
ings came the climax to a state of affairs 
in Clayton county that has occupied the 
minds of the residents for several weeks 
past, 

Owing to the prominence of the parties 
involved in the suit, this step on the part 
of the ex-sheriff has produced a mild 
sensation, it is sald, and the matter is 
now the topic of conversation on the 
streets of Jonesboro. 

In his petition to the superior court, 
Mr. Archer sets forth the fact that in 
1896 he became a member of the Bethel 
Baptist church, and shortly afteft being 
admitted to the congregation, was elect- 
ed a member of the building committee. 
Later he was made clerk of the Flint 
River Association of Baptist Churches. 

He says the church determined to raise 
money for the purpose of erecting a larg- 
er and handsomer building, and that, as 
a member of the committee having charge 
of the matter. he was authorized to make 
collections for this fund. He claims that 
he made such collections and turned them 
over to the proper authorities. 

He avers that he has discharged his 
duties honorably, faithfully and for the 
best interests of the church, and that 
the defendants have falsely and mali- 
ciously slandered him, in that they have 


declared he has appropriated,for his own | 
use the moneys solicited and collected for | 


the construction of the new building. 


He claims that they have sought to in- | 
the community | 
and break down his reputation for purity, 
worth and honor, and to degrade and | 


jure his good namé in 


humiliate him before the public. 

In his petition the ex-sheriff specifies 
a remark alleged to have been made by 
KE. S. Hanes to the effect that Archer 
“has done deeds too dark to mention or 
brine before the church." 

It is said that the town of Jonesboro 
is practically divided concerning the 
matter. Both sides have many promi- 
nent and influential friends, and it is 
probable that when the case comes up 
in the court some sensational develop- 


' ments will be the result. 


Since the time that the charges against 
Archer are said to have been made, the 
citizens of the town have been wrought 
up over the affair, and for a time it was 
thought that personal encounters would 
be the result.

August 11.—(Special.)—Yes- 
terday was the most eventful day in 
Mfton’s history, being our grand gala 
day and celebration in honor of the com- 
pietion cf the first fifteen miles of the 
Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf railway, 
the new route to Thomasville. 

Seven special trains were run by the

These, with 
the crowd from the country, made Tif- 
ton’s guests number 7,000, although many 
estimates place the crowd at 8,000. 

To feed these, 2,441 pounds of beef, 78 
sheep, 2 hogs and 247 chickens were bar- 
becued. To this was added 4,000 loaves 
of bread, 30 gallons of pickles, 10 boxes 
of lemons, 15 boxes of crackers,“a barrel 
of sugar, etc.

It was against the express wish and in- 
structions of his physician that he left 
his home, and he admitted that he 
thought possibly he had done a rash 
thing. Judging by his appearance, Mayor 
Woodward is far from well. He is very 
bale and thas lost several pounds in the 
last few days. When he left the office 
yesterday afternoon he said that he did 
not Know whether he would come down 
town today or not. 

During the day several of his friends 
called on him, but their visits were pure- 
ly friendly and the question of his prob- 
able course in the matter of his threat- 
ened impeachment was only referred to 
in @ general way. 

Mr. Woodward was seen by a Constitu- 
tion reporter in the afternoon, but re- 
fused to be interviewd in regard to the 
Proceedings of council yesterday. 

Asked if he had anything to say in 
regard to Colonel Moyers’s statement, Re 
said: 

Does Him an Injustice. 

“The article in the afternoon paper 
does both me and my counsel an injustice, 
because it leaves the impression that we 
are not in harmony. What I said was, 
that I did not know anything about Colo- 
nel Moyer’s interview.

FELL FROM POLE 
AND WAS KILLED 


Instant Death of WA. Kilgore, 
Electric Light Inspector 


NEGRO SAW HIM FALL 


Was Found by Flremen Lying Dead 
Upon tls Face,

CAUSE OF HIS FALL 1S NOT KNOWN 


Accident Occurred Last Night About 
11 O'Clock at the Whitehall 
Street Crossing in West 
End—Kilgore Was a 
Good Workman. 


Last night, about fifteen minutes after 
11 o'clock, William H. Kilgore, the in- 
epector of the Georgia Plectric Light 
Company, fell from an electric light pole 
and was instantly killed. 

The electric light at the Whitehall 
street crossing, in West End, and nearly 
opposite No. 7 engine house, had been 
out nearly all the evening, and Kilgore 
climbed the pole to adjust the carbon. 
The light is not one of the swinging 
kind, but is on the top of a pole fifty 
or sixty feet high. It could not be low- 
ered and the only way the Hght can be 
reached is to climb the pole, ’ 

Kilgore’s business had been to inspect 
the lights in certain portions of the city, 
and in his district was the light at the 
Whitehall crossing. He found the light 
out and ascended the pole to fix it. 

No one saw him when he reached the 
pole or when he climbed it. 

A negro, who says he was astanding 
half a block away from the light, saw 
the inspector when he reached the top 
of the pole and began to arrange the 
earbon to make the light burn. He says 
He saw Kilgore lose his balance and fall. 
The negro hastened to No. 7 engine house 
and notified the firemen, who were awake, 
of what had occurred. 

Firemen Found Him Dead. 

Several firemen ran to the place 
found the inspector lying upon his face. 
They thought at first he was only un- 
conscious and they notified the officers 
at the police barracks, and they in turn 
notified the Grady hospital that the am- 
bulance was needed. 

Later the firemen ascertained that Kil- 
gore was dead and the order for the am- 
bulance was revoked, 

What caused the light Inspector to fall 
is not known. He may have come in 
contact with a live wire, or he may have 
lost his balance while using his hands to 
fix the carbon,

HIGH DIVE FROM 
BURNING BALLOON 


Atlanta Man's Remarkable Eseape frem 
a Terrible Death. 


LEAPED OUT INTO THE RIVER 


David McDade Makes Successful Ef- 
fort To Save His Life. 


SUFERED ONLY A FEW SLIGHT BRUISES 


McDade Was Born in Atlanta and 
Several of His Relatives Still 
Reside in the City. 


A dispatch from Binghamton, N. Y., last 
night tells of the remarkable escape from 
a horrible death of David McDade, for- 
merly of this city. McDade, who is con- 
nected with the Walsh Bros.’ circus, 
now touring the state of New York, es- 
sayed to make a balloon ascergmion Thurs- 
day evening at Oswego, and when half a 
mile in the air, the balloon caught fire 
and the aeronaut plunged headlong into 
a river, escaping with only a few slight 
bruises. 

The balloon used was of the hot air 
variety and before the ascension was 
made it was discovered that the bottom 
o. the huge bag was smoldering. This 
discovery was made, however, too late to 
prevent the ascension and when the bal- 
loon shot skyward it was instantly en- 
veloped in flames. 

McDade realizing his unfortunate posi- 
tion, attempted to cut loose the parachute, 
but was unsuccessful, and in desperation, 
leaped outward, tearing the parachute 
from its fastenings. 

David McDade is an old Atlanta boy 
and has several relatives in the city. 

He was formerly a printer and followed 
that profession in the city for a number 
of years, working on several of the papers 
here, 

He was always interested in amuse- 
ments of all kinds and while still a resi- 
dent of Atlanta became connected with 
a circus playing in this section of the 
country. It is understood that he took up 
ballooning as a profession some time ago 
and hag made a number of daring but 
successful ascensions. 

inis is not the first time, it is under- 
stood, that he has been forced to leap 
from his balloon in the hope of saving his 
life. Several days ago he made an ascen- 
sion and when the parachute failed to 
work he was compelled to reach the

“That negro, for pure cussedness,”’ said 
Dr. Carnes, ‘‘cut that poor dumb beast’s 
tail off, and I think he should meet with 
the severest punishment this court can 
give.’

ALL MARKETS ARE HIGHER 


Corn, Oats and Provisions Were Pull- 
ed Out of the Hole by Strength 
of Wheat. 


Chicago, August 11.—Wheat got well 
above the 7Wec mark today, closing strong 
at-an advance of l%c. The bullish gov- 
ernment crop report was the main factor 
in the scramble for Cqver which took 
place and which at one time advanced 
the price 24c. Corn, oats and provisions 
Were all pulled out of a hole by the 
strength of wheat, corn and oats clos- 
whe shade higher and provisions 24%@7'ec 
higher. | 

Wheat started with an advance of *@ 
%c for September, opening trades in that 


option being made at 695,@69%c. Bull 
news, for the first time in weeks, was 
plentiful. But all else was lost sight 


of in the government figures on the con- 
dition of spring wheat. They showed a 
decline of &.1 points in the condition, sug- 
gesting a crop of 235,000,000 bushels. This 
would indicate a decrease of 60,000,000 
bushels, a shortage too great to be over- 
looked even in the present§ apathetic 
condition of trading. To add to the 
Strength of the. situation, reports &rom 
the northwest told of serious and wige- 
spread damage by yesterday’s hailstorms 
in the Dakotas and Minnesota, and 
northwest receipts showed a marked fall- 
ing off. Cables, however, were rather dis- 
appointing, Liverpool showing but %@%4d 
advance early, and losing even this slight 
advance before the market closed. The 
opening advance was looked upon by a 
majority of the older traders as suf- 
ficient considering the news, and consid- 
erable selling followed. under. which 
September slowly declined to 69%c. Of- 
ferings were all absorbed so quickly, in 
fact, that although a period of dullness 
followed the decline to 69%c, some of 
the early sellers attempted to 
shortly after noon. They developed that 
the market was heavily oversold. Offer- 
ings were scarce. and apparently the at- 
titude of the whole trading element 
changed within a few minutes. In the 
next half hour the buying developed into 
a regular scramble among shorts to 
cover and the rapidity with which prices 
shot up caught many heavily. Before 
the demand had heen satisfied September 
had advanced to Tite. Relizing at tha’ 
figure was heavy, and a dig@line to 70%@ 
Sc followed, but the mark#t was well 
supported, shorts being anxious to cover 
at that price, and the close was strong 
at 70%c. Northwest receipts were 115 cars 
against 305 last week and 99 a year ago. 
Chicago receipts were 53 cars, 14 of 
contract grade. Total primary receipts 
were 476,000 bushels against 436,000 bushels 
last year. Atlantic port clearances 
amounted to 320.000 bushels. There was a 
better cash demand for all grades of 
wheat, and 60,000 bushels was reported 
worked here. 

Corn was weak early on the govern- 
ment report, which indicated an excep- 
tionally large crop. This was the chief 
feature of the morning trading, and 
though no material decline took place, the 
market tended downward until the big 
advance took place in wheat. That 
started buying in corn, shorts coming in 
to the market and advancing the prices 
of all futures. A feature was the buying 
of May. possibly 500,000 bushels. The cash 
demand was not so active. Receipts were 
light at 273 cars. Crop advices were fa- 
vorable. September ramyed from 30%@ 
30%%c and closed tec higher at 30%@7307%«c. 

Oats were exceptionally dull, but firm, 
with prices following narrowly the course 
of wheat. There was good buying of 
September by shippers, supposed to 
against cash cales, but nothing was re- 
ported worked here. The government re- 
port advanced the conditions slightly.

Provisions early were slow and rather 
easy, small declines taking place during 
the morning trading.

The delegation of Bishop Blenk to the 
island of Porto Rico is a continued dem- 
onstration of the policy actuating Chap- 
pelle’s appointment, and will give to the 
latter increased force in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the church in Cuba 
and Porto Rico. 

Some idea of the patriotic relations that 
®xist at present between the Roman

“The exalted dignity to which the new 
prelates have been raised, the fact that 
theeyes of the entire world are turned 
to the important work which they have 
been called to do, and that the spiritual 
and temporal welfare of millions in the 
newly-acquired territories wi!] depend 
upon their faithful administration of the 
6acred trusts committed to them made 
the joint consecration one of the most 
important that has ever taken place in 
the history of the church. 

“It was celebrated with all the pomp 
and splendor of magnificent ceremonial, 
the glory of ancient liturgy and the 
beautiful symbolism of rite and sacrifice 
of the Catholic faith. The ancient ca- 
thedral was decked as for a wholiday. 
From the entrance hung the flags of the 
United States and Cuba, entwined, and 
high above all the papal flags. The in- 
terior was gorgeous in the warmth of 
brilliant coloring and patriotic and re- 
ligious demonstration. All around hung 
the flags of the nations, the archiepigco- 
pal shields of Louisiana and Cuba, and 
the espicopal shield.of the bishop of 
Porto Rico; the grand altar was one 
brilliant picture of light and color, and 
from the beautiful arched marble col- 
umMmns above was draped the flag of our 
country, entwined with the papal colors. 

“The scene was the most magnificent 
and imposing evér witnessed in the an- 
cient cathedral, It was full of signifi- 
cance of the marked change in the tide

to transfer them by the thousands from 
one favorite to another; and, for fear of 
offending the nobles who had raised her 
to power, she left the enforcement of the 
decree to posterity. 

Indeed, it is not at all probable that the 
intrinsic value of liberty or personal in- 
dependence was comprehensible to her ex- 
cept as it related to herself. So little did 
she understand the American revolution- 
ary struggle that she denounced Wash- 
ington as a rebel, and wrote regarding 
George III's -enforced relinquishment 
the colonies: ‘‘Rather than sign the seces- 
sion of the thirteen provinces, as my 
brother George has done, 1 would have 
shot myself.’”’ And, again, in a letter to 
Marie Antoinette she shows how little 
she comprehended the nature of the storm 
about to burst over that unfortunate 
queen’s head. ‘“‘Kings and queens,’’ wrote 
the empress of all the Russias, ‘‘ought to 
proceed in their career undisturbed by 
the cries of the pecple, as the moon pur- 
sues her course unimpeded by the howl- 
ing of dogs.’’ 

She was inordinately fond of writing, 
and arose at 5 o’clock in the morning to 
compose the plays, memoirs, poems, 
translations and instructions which she 
distributed throughout the courts of Eu- 
rope. Her greatest literary effort was 
her code of laws, In whicn she antici- 
pated Napoleon’s masterpiece and won 
for herself the title of the legislatrix of 
the north. The chief merit of this lies 
in her power of selection, for she frankly 
admitted that it was a compilation large- 
ly “pillaged’’ from eminent legal author- 
ities.
